How Hit'} are Toriowd nasi 
Kol»!x'<l~ Tombs «»< r.Mli«»r

The position of iliu Jews in Persia i.s 
a very painful one. Tlioy are uridtir no 
protection. They a re merely tlie per- 
quisite of soidh suliorilinate olticer of 
the local governor. The principle i.s very 
simple, The Jows of it province tire us- 
sessetl Ett :i tax of a certain amount. 
Sonic one pa/s this ainoutil lo tli ■ lo- 
cal governor, together with it bribe, 
ami the wretcheJ .lews tire iiiinietliale- 
ly placed mitler liih inilhoritv fur the 
financial year. Ll is a simple specula- 
tion, If times urn good the farmer of 
the Jews mills es a good profit; if they 
are bud ho gains nolli i n L r , or mnv fail to 
extract from them us much as lie has 
paid out of pocket — in that ease, woe 
betitle them 1 During tin- LVrsian 
famine the Jews sullen .1 great titrnilH 
before the receipts of the subsidies sent 
from Europe by llieir coreligionists. 
The farmer of the Jewish colony in a 
gre»L Persian city (of course, a IVrsi- 
an Mohammedan) having seized their 
goods ami clothes, proceedctl, in tin: 
cold of it Persian winter, U> remove the 
doorH and windows of their hovels mid 
Lo wantonly burn them. The fanner 
was losing money and sought, thus to 
epforpe what he cqiisidered his rights. 
No Persian pitied the ' unfortiinttt.es; 
they were Jews, and so beyond the pale 
of pity. 

Every stroet hoy raises his hand 
against the wretched Hebrew; lie is 
beaten and buiTeted in the slreeta, spat 

ipon in the bazar. The only peisoti he 
can appeal to is the farmer of the Jews. 
Fioni liiin he will obtain a certain 
amount, of protection if he be actually 
robbed of money or goods, not from 
the farmer's sense of justice, but be- 
cause the complainant >veiv his wrong 
unredressed, might be unable lo pay 
his share of the tux. At every public 
festival— even at the royal salaam, be- 
fore i In: king's face — the Jews are col- 
jeoffjfi' ami ft number of phein m r« ilung 
mtp i»e hiiuz or tank, that the king or 
rppb may be amused by seeing them 
crawl out half drowned and coveied 
\v|t|i niiid. The saine Ifiiully ceremony 
js witnessed whejieyera provincial gov- 
ernor hglds a high festival; tin-re are 
fireworks and Jews. At every arrival 
of a DBW provincial governor the Jews 
are compelled to xttcrifiof an ox in bis 
honor upon the high road at. some tlis 
tunce from the town. The bead man of 
the Hebrew community lias to rim 
with the bleeding head -of the animal, 
imploring the governor's countenance 
and protection until he is beaten oil' by 
the famishes. No child is missing for a 
Few hours but the .lews are accused of 
pealing il for uaurifice, and on such oc- 
^isf.i'nii the; are shamefully beaten and 
'rpbiied. No respect is paid to their 
wives ami daughters. They are compell- 
ed. In live in ^ "i-ihetto," crowded to- 
Ijetliep, where tjie houses resemble the 
dB»n of animals rather than the habita- 
tjons of men. When a Jew marries, a 
rabble of the Mohammedan rufjiuna of 
tlie Lpwji invite llieiliselves Lo the ceiv 
piony, nnil after a ucene of t int and in- 
Co*ioation, not unfrequentlv heat their 
poat and his relations, and insult dm 
women of the community, only leav- 
ing tlie Jewish quarter when they have 
slept oil' the drink they have swallowed 
at their unwilling hosi's expense. Jlud 
died together iif the)' are, and living an 
the poorest food, it is to be wondered 
at that tlie Jews of Persia are a pale 

and sickly race? The wonder rather is 
that they exii-t at nil. 

There art: supposed to be 19,000 
Jews in Persia. There is a habein-bashi, 
or priest, to each large community. As 
a rule, this man alone is persecuted by 
the Persians, though he i.s subject to 



ill treatment in the bazars. Education 
is absolutely denied to tlie Jews. Of 
course, from their religion, tlie numer- 
ous colleges o£ Persia are closed to them 
I as are the ordinary schools. Even tin: 
school of the church missionary society 
1 Julfa is to tfiem unavailable, "for they 
. would not dure to send their children 
I there nnv more than would the Mo- 
; haniinedans. Converts to Mohainme- 
I danism from the Persian Jews are very 
few. Generally they are women or 
girls who have been decoyed from their 
I homes or married to Mussulmans tin 
der threats of violence. Such conver- 
sion is of little worth, but the fear of 
death' would, even after it, prevent a 
relapse. The children of these marri- 
ages are termed Jedeeds. They are not 
looked down on by the Persians, but 
rather favored than otherwise. 

The trades open to the Jews are 
brokerage, working in the precious 
metals, in which they are very expert, 
dealing in precious stones, peddling, 
the selling of leeches, for which there 
is a large demand; (he making ami sale 
on their premises of wine and arrack, 
music, singing and dancing (three pro 
fessions only practiced for hire in the 
East by the jowest of the low); the 
manufacture of ancient spurious coins, 
the practice of midwifery by the wo 
men, and the cleaning of drains, cess 
pools, etc., by the men (for when any 
unclean or tillhy job is to la: done Jews 
are sent for to do it). 

With all the disadvadtnges that they 
labor under in Persia, the Jews are 
fairly honorable. A Jew will never 
lake a false oath. A few of them can 
read and write, and .some possess a 
knowledge of Hebrew. Like the rest of 
their nation all over the world, they 
are very intelliaent. Even in Persia a 
.ii lipid Jew does not exist; thev may lie 
ignorant, but that i.s their misfortune. 

It inn) bo asked, why do not the 
Jews leave this veritable house of 
bondage'! Because t lies' are not per- 
mitted, save as a special favor, even to 
leave the district they are settled in. 
One favor they do enjoy in Persia: 
they are not compelled to serve in the 
army. 

The Jews of Persia are in the habit 
of making pilgrimages to the tombs of 
Esther and Mordecai, who lie in a 
poor little shrine near Hamadan. These 
tombs are covered each by a wooden 
ark, on which arc stuck small pieces of 
paper like labels, covered with Hebrew 
characters. They are placed there by 
the Hebrew pilgrims. There is nothing 
to attract the cupidty of the Persians 
here. There are the graves and the 
wooden arks, under a small dome some 
f)0 feet high. The building is of red 
brick, the walls much patched wiih 
mud; the blue dome is of tiles. The 
Jewish burial grounds at Shim/, is a 
large and ancient graveyard' there arc 
no mounds, no tombs, or monuments. 
A few very small Hat stones covered 
with Hebrew characters mark the rest- 
ing places of generations of oppressed 
Jews. The graveyard remains Ulldeliled 
for it is hidden by grass and weeds, 
'j-he Christians of Shiruz lately placed 
a high wall round llieir burial ground, 
which is adjacent. The natural result 
in a Mohammedan country followed, 
the graves were desecrated and the 
tombstones displaced and broken. 

TliK Mail's correspondent publishes 
a long interview with Mr Thomas Scott, 
of Prince Albert, who frankly admits 
that, he was a rebel. Hi: dates the half- 
breed grievances back to 1871. He 
charges the. police with systematic tyr- 
anny, and charges the troops with loot- 
ing. Speakingof looting he says: Caron 
got only an official report t)f plundering, 
which was that there had been no plun- 
dering, but if he asks the soldierM on 
tlir-ir' return they wil) tell him, if they 
me honest, that they stripped the 
French people to the hones, and tluit 
the poor people urn now starving, (f 
the i jovernment wishes lo heal the 
wounds caused by the rebellion il will 
at once ta|<e measures to relieve the 
destitute, an I then proceed to compen- 
sate every one of the half-breeds as 
well as the whites who have been rob- 
bed by the police or military. As for 
aie, I don't expect or want anything. 
I was an agitator, and 1 suppose must 
suffer, but let me tell you, and through 
you, the Government, that 1 do not re- 
gret the course 1 have pursued. I am 
unrepentant. The police will probably 
hound me for all time. They are better 
at that than at fighting. I defy them 
to do their worst, I court t|n: fullest 
enquiry jnto hiy conduct, and should 
only be too glad to go to Regina and 
stand my trial with the rest

CONVICT LIFE IN THE SO UTHEltN 
STATES. 

Tho world is periodically shocked by 
published accounts of the frightful bar- 
barities practiced on Russian convicts by 
thoir koopers and guards. Stories are 
told of titled men and delicate women 
who, having been sentenced to exile and 
imprisonment, have been handed ovor to 
be dealt with as thoir keepers may seem 
moot. They are half starved, compolled 
to work in the mines until they fall from 
exhaustion, and are then beaten with the 
knout until they rise and resume labor. 
They are lodytnl in filthy huts, clothed in 
rags, and exposed to the pitiless polling 
of storms, until at last they sink beneath 
the accumulation of woes and hardships 
and welcome death as a happy release 
from their sufferings. So much for Rus 
sian barbarity; but if those who write of 
the horrors of Siberian exile can produce 
anything more horrible than the account 
given below of the atrocities perpetrated 
on convicts in free America, wo have nov 
er come across it. The despatch is dated 
Vickaburg, Miss., the 19th inst., and 
says : 

"A report has just been received of a 
horrible butchery in a convict camp at 
Crow lake (La.) on the Vicksburg, Shrevo- 
port and IS'ew Orleans railroad. It has 
leaked out that Phillip Riley was whipped 
so unmercifully that he died from the 
etl'ects. Riley, who was about eighteen 
years of age, was sentenced in New Or- 
leans to one year's servitude for larceny. 
He protested his innocence to the hour of 
Ilia death, and it was reported that he was 
to be pardoned by the governor this 
month. There are about IS71 convicts in 
tho camps, who are employed in working 
on the railroad wheeling dirt and raising 
tho roadbed. The camps are under con- 
trol of Captain 0. T. 11 listed. One of 
his lieutenants — a man whose heart is as 
hard as stoue— is Joe McQuarters, who is 
known among the prisoners as 'Joe, the 
butcher ' It is stated he beat and whipped 
young Riley after ho had fallen at his 
work, sick and faint from weakness. Tho 
boy pleaded with McQuarters in vain for 
mercy. While the lash was being applied 
four negro convicts helit the victim down. 
Young Riley was carried from the pillory 
to what is called a hospital. He became 
speechless, and death soon took him be- 
yond the reach of the inhuman wretches 
at Crew lake. The slories told of the 
horrors of the convict camp are almost 
incredible, but there is good reason for be- 
lieving that the worst has not been told. 
The 'Legree' of slavery times was a phil- 
anthropist, compared with tho convict con- 
tractor. The prisoners are worked six- 
teen hours a day. They are half-famished 
for want of food. While tho convict lives 
the contractor is determined to grind the 
largest possible profit out of his bones. 
When the convict dies tho contractor 
loses not a penny, as the supply of this 
kind of labor is at all times equal to the 
demand. At one place where the Crew 
lake convicts were housed for a few weeks, 
twenty-throe newly made graves are to 
be seen." 

DUBLIN CASTLE. 

The present proposal to abolish Dublin 
castle is no new cry. It was lirst heard 
in 1847, and gathered such strength that 
in 1850 a bill for the abolition of the lord 
lieutenancy was introduced by the gov- 
ernment of Lord John Russell, and its 
second reading was carried, after a pro- 
longed and animated debate, by 295 votes 
to 70. Mr. Gladstone and Sir Robert 
Peel voted with the majority and Mr.' 
Disraeli and Lord John Manners with tho 
minority. Lord John Russell, in a speech 
introducing the measure, showed that the 
extinction of the viceroyalty had been 
distinctly contemplated by (Jorge III. 
within a few years of the union as a mea- 
sure which it might in the future be pro- 
per to adopt. The lord lieutenant, the 
same statesman argued with unanswer- 
able force, was placed in a most anomal- 
ous position; he was asked for everything, 
applied to for everything, and blamed for 
everything without having the powor be- 
longing to his situation; he had the re- 
eponaibility, but not. the frejdom of action 
of a minister of the crown; he was an ob- 
ject of jealousy resentment and obloquy 
in different parts of Ireland. The lord 
lieutenancy attempts to combine the sha- 
dow of royalty with the substance of gov- 
ernment. The main argument against 
tho change is that used by the Duke of 
Wellington in a debate which took place 
in the same session in the house of lords. 
He str< uigly opposed the abolition of tho 
viceroyalty, on the ground that, Ireland 
being frequently ths scone of important 
military operations, it was necessary for 
the military authorities to be able to con- 
fer with a civil authority of great dig- 
nity and unimpeachable loyalty. He 
could not, he said, as commander-in-chief, 
be expected to confer with such a man as 
Mr. O'Connell, if he happened to be lord 
mayor of Dublin. The duke's authority 
seems to have been irresistible, for tho 
bill was abandoned after the second read- 
ing, and whs not again introduced. Of 
course, if the lord lieutenancy were abol- 
ished, its executive authority would have 
to bo exercised by a responsible minister 
of state, and in some such manner tho ob- 
jection raised by tho Duke of Wellington 
could be overcome. Commenting on the 
present state of public feeling tho London 
Times says: "However this may be, the 
fact remains that the house of commons 
was perfectly willing more than a genera- 
tion ago to extinguish tho lord lieutenan- 
cy, and we cannot pretend to think that 
the arguments in favorof its retention have 
increased in cogency since that time."

Paris, July 2L — General De Courcy 
telegraphs: "1 have conferred at Hai- 
phong with (ienerala De Lisle, Warnet 
and Negrier.

It is hoped the 
proclamation recently issued by the re- 
gent of Annum will improve matters 
in Tonquin.

SPAIN. 

Madrid, July 21. — There is an alarm- 
ing increase of cholera in the villages 
around this city. Forty-two new casus 
and seven deaths are reported to-day at 
Sarago. The cholera has appeared at 
Allotros in Portugal. 

IRELAND 
Duhlin, .July 21. — The Freeman's 
Journal expresses profound disappoint 
ment over lord lieutenant Carnarvon's ac- 
tion regarding the Minister bank. The 
Journal declares tho failure to restore the 
bank will plunge thousands of persons in 
Ireland into despair, and be a national 
calamity. 

London, July 21. — Russia has assented 
to the issue of tho Egyptian loan. The 
British government has instructed the 
Rothschilds to issue a loan in August. 
The consent of Russia is hold to indicate 
tho growth of friendly relations with Eng- 
land and has caused a rise in all interna- 
tional stocks. 

It is rumored that at tho last moment 
tho German crown prince and princess 
will refuse to attend tho wedding of tho 
princess Beatrice, though the Queen is 
doing her utmost to induce them to at- 
tend. It is believed the German court 
disapproves of the match. 

Plymouth, July 21. — The steamer 
Hecla collided with the Liverpool and 
Loudon steamor Cheerful in a fog. Tho 
latter foundered, and 1-t persons were 
drowned.

EASTERN STATES. 

PlTTSBURO, July 21. — This has been 
the hottest day of tho year; mercury 9U at 
one o'clock this afternoon. Pour cases of 
prostration from heatjhave been reported 
at two o'clock. One of them, a null 
laborer, died in a few minutes. In several 
mills employes were compelled to quit 
work this morning and the mills were 
closed down. 

Nkw Youk, July 21. — Dennis Sulli/an, 
James Reynolds and John Shaughnessy 
died to-day from sunstroke. The day was 
extremely hot and uncomfortable. For 
the past 24 hours 180 deaths have been re- 
ported. 

Nkw York, July 21. — Mrs Mary Fran- 
ces Raymond nee Hoyt and niece of (leu.

ST. DOMINGO. 
New York, July 2(J.— Advices from 
Santa Domingo, reports a peculiar affair. 
On the evening of Juno 28tl , John Piatt, 
of Yonkers, Now York, a cupeuter, was 
stopping at the hotel San Pedro, whore 
ex-president Sesarco, who had returned 
from exile under amnesty, was also a 
guest. The authorities suspected Sesarce 
of plotting against tho government, and 
sent a squad of soldiers to arrest him. 
Tho ex-president tired on his would-be 
captors, blew out tho light and made good 
his escape through the dark corridors. 
Piatt was aroused by the noise, and step- 
pod out into the hall, and the guard, 
though only twenty feet distant, mistook 
him for tho fugitive and nine muskets 
were at once tiro at him. Five balls took 
effect and he foil dead. The killing 
caused considerable commotion among the 
resident Americans. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, July 21. — There were 2,471 
new cases of cholera yesterday and 952 
deaths. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, July 21. — News reached hore 
from Kassala to the effect that a large 
force of rebels had attacked that placo 
and made several desperate attempts to 
carry it by assault. They were finally re- 
pulsed and the garrison at Kassala follow- 
ing up their vbtory captured tho rebel 
camp, with two thousand oxon and seven 
hundred rifles. Tho enemy lost 200 men 
killed and wounded, while tho garrison's 
casualties were much smaller. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, July 21. — A' dispatch from 
London to the Political Correspondence 
says that M. Lesaar states openly that the 
possession of Herat has become necessary 
for Russia, and ought not to cauao war. 

THE NORTHWEST. 
RitolNA, N. W. T., July 20.— Kiel's 
trial began to-day. The prisoner, on be- 
ing asked to plead, said, after some hesi- 
tation, "I have tho honor to answer tho 
court, I am not guilty." His counsel re- 
quested an adjournment, in order to pre- 
pare affidavits, sotting forth the import- 
ance of having cortain witnesses for tho 
defence. Gabriel Dumont and Dumas 
were wanted from Montana, and it would 
take nearly two weeks to bring them. An 
adjournment was granted until to-morrow. 
The prisoner was very quiet and frequent- 
ly prompted his counsol. 



Renaming Dn!>lia Streets. 

Dublin, July 12. — Some time sinco the 
corporation in a veiy intense tit of nation- 
alism determined to wipe out all traces of 
the hated Saxon invasion by changing tho 
names of the streets in the city that sug- 
gested English associations. Tho changes 
were generally regarded.witli indifference, 
but when it was announced that Sackville 
street, that is known all over the world, 
was to bo changed to O'Conuell street, 
the shopkeepers became angry. They 
aakl the name of the street was part of 
the advantages for which they paid, and 
thoy would not consent to the change. 
The corporation insisted, and tho shop- 
keepers went to law, and yesterday the 
vice-chancellor rendered a decision to the 
effect that the corporation could nut 
change the name of the street as long as 
the residents wore opposed to the change. 
As soon as the decision was made known 
flags wore hoisted from nearly every build- 
ing in tho street in honor of the victory. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, July 21. —For some 
time past there has existed bitter feeling 
batween Jack Keenan and Jack Dempsey, 
well known pugilists. Yesterday Keenan 
ontered Hallinan's saloon where ho met 
Dempsey and challenged him to a bare 
fist fight. The latter accepted and afler 
each had chosen seconds a hack was called 
and the party of four entered the hack 
and drove to a hill outside the city. The 
contestants stripped and were soon en- 
gaged in a fierce fight according to Mar- 
quis of Queensbury rules. In tho first 
round Keenan was knocked down with a 
right bander and had two teeth broken. 
One of the knuckles of Dempsey 's hand 
was broken by the blow. Notwithstand- 
ing this in the second round he struck 
Keenan with his disabled baud and 
knocked him out. Dempsey weighed 171 
pounds and Keenan 140. 

At the annual election -if the San 
Francisco Produce Exchange, held to- 
day, the following officers were elected: 
President, VVm. Dreisbuch; vice presi- 
dent, R. B, Formaii ; treasurer, H. Du- 
tard. * 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day a resolution was adopted 
favoring the payment of subsidies to 
American steamship companies for carry- 
ing tho mail, and pretesting against the 
action of the postmaster-general in with- 
holding payment of subnidies from the 
money appropriated for that purpose by 
congress, which action may cause the 
withdrawal of the steamers plying be- 
tween San Francisco and Australia. 

Edr.uk A, July 21. — Tho City is greatly 
excited to-day over the loss of three little 
girls — two aged ten years and the other 
eight years. Two are daughters of Walter 
Bohall and tho other of W. J. McLaren. 
The children Htarted out blackberrying 
yesterday and have not been hoard from 
since. Several hundred men are out 
looking for them. 

San Francisco, July 21. — Hon. N. 
Shakespoaie, member of tho Canadian 
parliament from British Columbia, who 
stopped in this city a few days left for 
Victoria this morning. 

UTAH 

Salt Lakh, July 21. — Thomas Pore'ier 
was held to-day by commissioner McKay 
for unlawful cohabitation with his niece 
as plural wife, in one thousand dollars 
bail. There is no law in Utah against 
incest. 



AFRICA. 

London, July 21. — Dispatches rocoivod 
here to day state that king Dahomey, 
with a large army has massacred the 
French in unprotected villages. The king 
has also captured one thousand French 
persons which he and his followers pro- 
pose tn eat. 



ENGLAND. 
London, July 21. — Twenty-five thous- 
and cotton operatives at Oldham have 
struck work. 

GERMANY. 
P.Kiti.iN, July 21. — Four Arctic expedi- 
tions will leave Germany next winter. 

PRINCE EDWARD'S ISLAND. 
Charlottktown, July 11). — The grand 
jury have found a true bill against Alex- 
ander Gillis, for the- murder of tho old 
cemetery keeper Callaghan, on purely cir- 
cumstantial evidence, part of which is that 
the prisoner was heard talking in his 
sleep, during which he admitted murder- 
ing Callaghan and said he must. hang. 
Some of Oallughan's inonoy and watch 
were found on Gillis. The prisoner will 
be defended by Hon. Louis H. Davies, 
M. P., one of tlie most talented lawyers 
of the maritime province bar. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Ghiuaoo, July 21. — List night was the 
most oppressive experienced in this cily 
in a number of years. It was almost un- 
bearable. Thousands are leaving the city 
fni' higher latitudes and cooler sections of 
the country. 

The Chancellor's Speech. 

London, July 10. —Sir Michael E. 
Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequ- 
er, produced an excellent impression in 
the house last night by his budget speech. 
The exposuros of tho blunders of tho late 
Admiralty took the house completely by 
surprise. Thero was eviduntly an over- 
sight of over £500,000 at the time Mr. 
Oliildors made his estimates. The late 
Admiralty estimates included tho pur- 
chase of forty torpedo boats, but omitted 
any arrangement to supply them with 
gear. These charges created some con- 
sternation among the Liberals. The 
Chancellor was fortunate in the fact that 
the budget had boon so long delayed that 
it was almost impossible to make furthor 
attack upon it, but it is possible from a 
hint dropped by Mr. Ghildots that ho will 
yet criticise it severely.

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 
Kingston, July 12. — Duncan Mac- 
kenzie, of this city, has been arrested for 
alleged complicity in a robbery of §5,000 
at Harrison, Mich. About a year ago, 
while a circus was at that place, the town 
treusui'cr was gagged and bound to a 
chair about nine o'clock at night, and the 
sum named extracted from the safe. 
Mackenzie admits being at Harrison at 
the time, but denies that he had anything 
to do with the robbery. The case will be 
argued as soon as the Amoj'iean sheriff 
arrives.

Pale and extra pale akina sold 
a imewhat higher than at last sale, while 
open, including territory, did not do aa 
well. The bulk of the skins were taken 
for tho French market. 

Raccoon. — Northern and western col- 
lections declined 15 per cent.; south- 
western 20 por cent. Thoro was a better 
demand for seasonal! akina than for blue 
pelt, thirds and fourths, and the doclina 
was mainly duo to the low prices realized 
for the latter kinds, 

Beak — Sold fully as well as in March 
last. The high priceB paid for this article 
are entirely due to the increased demand 
for trimmings for the home trndo, aud in 
consequence rough, lino furred, and light 
pelted akins realized much higher prices 
relatively than low kinds. 

Fox Run - Declined 15 per cent. 
Good colored skins brought March prices, 
but there was a heavy decline in palo and 
common sorts.

"Lenders of Men.". 

Last evening the lecture by Rev. Dr. 
Sutherland on "Leaders of Men," waa 
given in the Methodist Church, tho au- 
ditorium being comfortably filled at eight 
o'clock. On tho platform, besides tho 
rev. locturer, were tho Revs, C. Watson, 
W. Pollard, W. Percival and Dowler und 
ox-Alderman Muure. 

After singing a hymn by the audience 
and prayer by Mr. Moore, Rov. Mr. Wat- 
sen was called to the chair, and referred 
to the groat pleasure it gave all to welcome 
and liaten to tho Rev. Dr, Sutherland. 
He was highly gratified at being chosen 
to introduce the rev. lecturer to them. 

Rev. Dr. Sutherland on coming to tho 
front was received with applause. Ho 
said that the world lias ever bad its re- 
presentative men, who by genius or mas- 
ter devotion have been the leaders and 
moulders of thought and actions of mon. 
Circumstances might reveal the leader, 
but it never made him, the substance 
must be (hero first. By leaders ho did 
not mean the ward politician tth i would 
prostitute his citizensh'p to guin bis en-Is; 
nor did ho mean men who preached 
aBheiam and away from truth mid fiith; 
nor in it lesser way that article of modern 
society, the dude. 

In speaking of the leaden of men. the 
lecturer referred to one, woman, who to a 
great extent keoL the leading Btrillga out 
of sight, and who sometimes led by the 
hBad, often by iho heart, and frequently 
by tho stomach. The happy feature of 
this was that the man generally thought 
himself the leader, and happy was ho if 
he remained oven in such blissful ignor- 
ance. 

The telegraph and telephone were revo- 
lutionizing the thought and ad ion of the 
world, and they might be on the verge of 
greater discoveries than ever before 
known. It wus iiocuasary that there 
should be lenders who would determine 
and teach the pr- per use of these discov- 
eries. They wanted leaders who Would 
in commerce teach men the difference be- 
tween honesty and expediency. The loc 
turur dwelt oil the various menus adopted 
in trade to induce custom. There was no 
doubt that business mini were forced into 
unequivocal position by t lie pooplu who 
were always seeking to buy goods for half 
what they cost. A man might be able to 
sing all the hymns of Moody and Sankey; 
he might be able, as ihe slang has it, to 
pray th o sb itigloa off the meeting house, 
but if ho was not honorable in his deal- 
ings he would not give a snap for his re- 
ligion. What they wanted was a practical 
religion thut would give twelve inches to 
the foot, sixteen ounces to tho pound, 
and one hundred cents to Iho dollar every 
time. 

They also urgently required men of in- 
tegrity in public and political affairs. 
Within half a century tho abuses of feu- 
dalism and serfdom had been banished 
from Europe, and other mighly changes 
for tho butter made; but in connection 
with all these changes there wore many 
dangers, There was socialism and nihil- 
ism, and the times demanded leaders who 
would guide t hum safely through the 
troublous lines that now were and will 
come. 

There was also a great urgency for lead- 
ers, in education; in intellectual science 
thoy required men who could bo trusted. 
With unflinching courage waa also requir- 
ed patient endurance. They needed men 
of one idea; their forces must be concen- 
trated to gain the end, and it was men of 
this stamp who hud always ruled the 
world. They required lenders who had 
unswerving faith in (rod, for they were 
leaders who would lift mon to a higher 
level. Homo training would furnish these 
leaders. Such men might also, ton groat 
extent, be produced by personal effort, 

The rov. lecturer has a finished and 
graooful delivery, very pleasing to listen 
to, and handles his subject with a simpli- 
city of art that brings tho truth before bis 
hearers in a very plain and readily under- 
stood way, using apt and witty illustra- 
tions to bring out a truth. The above 
synopsis gives no conception of the ele- 
gance of diction , tho rev. locturer evi- 
dently boing a master to a high degree of 
language. 

A hearty voto of thanks waa tendered 
tha lecturer on its conclusion, and the 
audienco dispersed.

.and strong, On loot they came, and they 
bore with them their guods and chattels. 
Stout girls of 12 carried the fat. .shining 
babies; lads of all aires balanced upon 
their heads baskets of provisions for tho 
journey, buxom field-hands bore great 
bales consisting of feather-beds, missum's 
dresses, min ors, and bandboxes, and tho 
meu were burdened with an amount of 
sundries that would make a cart-load. 

No exertion was exhausting, no ob- 
stacle insurmountable- "Gwlnc norf, 
where you ull cum frum, " was the ex- 
ultant, reply to all interrogatories concern- 
ing their destination. 

They knew little but they dreamed 
much, of what would be the result of the 
.sudden und unprovided-for change in their 
condition. It was a leap in the dark, but 
tboy imagined it a leap from darkness 
into light — from a state of bondage into a 
glorious condition of freedom; and lluy 
naturally considered that they would be 
recipients of tho blessings that such a 
change should produce. 

Alas! alas! for the awakening from this 
delusion! They found themselves at last 
in 'Washington, homeless and friendless. 
They stood upon the wharves and gazed 
and wondered. 

The great dome of the capilol, the mar- 
bio walls of tho public buildings, the busy 
throng going and coming from their ac 
customed [daces of business, amazed them. 
Mo feast was offered them; they were in- 
vited to no hospitable homes, They 
found themselves strangers In a strangers 
hind, destitute and despised, and pinched 
by hunger and faint with the reaction of 
stimulated imaginations, they began to 
grope their way iuto alleys, ami byways, 
and stable-lofts, and rudo hovels, and so 
became, "Jo, (JUL) of them, denizens of the 
American metropolis. How they lived, 
how they suffered, how they died, will 
never be written. 



Tlio Stewart Cathedral Organ. 

| Boston Transcript.] 
The organ made by the lioosevclts for 
the cathedral built by iho widow of A. T. 
Stewart at Harden City, L. I., is the most 
extensive instrument of tho kind in the 
world. It has 115 stops aud 7,'J.T.! pipes, 
and cost $100,000. .Most of it is set iu an 
octagonal chamber made by the angle 
where the transept and chancel walls join, 
lift ecu feet in diameter, anil extending 
i'lom the basement tloor upward to a dis- 
tance of forty feet. A remarkable feature 
is its construction so as to distribute the 
sounds in four different parts of the 
cathedral at once, all remaining under 
control of the player at the main organ. 
The four divisions are classified as fol- 
lows: ( 'hancel. iifty-four stops ; lower, 
thirty-eight slops; chapel, tifteea stops; 
echo, eight stops. 

Steam power is employed in inflating 
the bellows. There are double engines of 
leu horse- power beneath the chancel di- 
vision to supply it with compressed air, 
aud the speed is governed, as far as pos- 
sible, by the rise aud fall of the bellows. 
In the room beneath the vestibule, di- 
rectly under the tower division, is a sin- 
gle engine of ten horse-power. The 
greatest uovelty is the electric chime 
action, by which thirteen bells in the or 
gan tower are played from tho solo man- 
ual. The bells are rung with the same 
force aud precision as though struck in 
usual manner, and may be rung iu con- 
nection with the music that is played on 
the organ. The organ cases, made In 
Philadolpl ia, aro magnificent specimens 
of carving in decorated hnglish Gothic, 
profusely enriched. 

Ituddlm'* Sacred Tooth, 
[(."nsspll's Family Magazine.] 

The karundua, or vessel, containing the 
tooth stands covered on a table of massive 
silver, richly chased, in the midst of a 
profusion of valuable articles of jewelry, 
which are either relics or offerings. The 
most beautiful in the collection is a bird 
with wings spread. It is formed entirely 
of diamonds, rubies, aud sapphires, etc.. 
set in gold, which is hid by a profusion 
of gems. While we are admiring this 
magnificent offering, the priests or monks 
removed several folds of musliu from the 
karundua, and discovered a sort of dome 
of gilded silver, about live feet high, stud- 
ded with a few gems. When this was re- 
inoved another was found underneath, 
made of beautifully carved gold. This 
was festooned with jeweled chains and 
literally ecc: usted with all the glittering 
gems lor which Ceylon is so celcbaated — 
sapphires and emeralds of extraordinary 
size, cats' eyes (much prized,) ruhbies, 
amethysts, aud pearls. 

Another similar covering and still an- 
other were taken off. when at last was 
reached a small case of goid. covered ex- 
ternally with rubies, emeralds, and ilia 
monds, in which, resting on the leaves of 
a gold lotus, was the tooth itself. The 
prince was about to take up the relic 
wlLen he was stopped by the Dewa .Nil- 
teme (who Is associated with the priests as 
guardian of Ike tooth), and informed it 
was loo sucred to be touched by human 
bauda
